1. Representatives of this Agency have conferred with members of 
vour organization to effect procedures for disposition of the remains 
of certain civilian personnel of this Agency who die while serving 
overseas at Army installations. This will confirm the understanding 
reached. In each case Mr. George E. Meloon, Personnel Director, will 
notify Colonel W. C. Saunders of your Decedent Branch and request 
action as appropriate to the individual case, as has already ^en 
discussed. Reimbursement will also be in accordance with arrangements 
earlier agreed upon. It is understood that the majority of the cases 
will be handled under Public Law 527, approved 17 May i^^ and the 
rest, when appropriate, under Public Law 729, approved 8 July 1940. 
Every attempt will be made to follow normal procedures. It is under- 
stood that special arrangement may be made by Mr. Meloon and Colonel 
Saunders when necessary.
